CAVALIFR DE LA SALLE,

The greatest of the early explorers
cannot be followed through his north-
ern lake and Canadinn suceesses and
fallures; his quarrels with the Joesuila
and his other digtressing teibulnlions,
It I8 enough to Know that his merite
won the confidence and unvarying sup-
port of Count Frontenae, the ablest of
all the early French governors,  and
that the Mustrious Colbert and the
waorlilly-wise Louis XIV were the chicef
promoters of his far-reaching discov-
eries, Tlorn of good family In flouen,
he came to Cannda at (wenty-three,
with o s=plendid physlgque, nn exceellent
cducation, high ldeals and high am-
bition, Among the frults of o first voy-
age was the exploviation of Lake On-
tarlo, the discovery of the Hlinols rviver,
and a visit to the Ohlo river and (o the
present gite of Chicago, From the sec.
ond expedition resulted the frst sight
nndl fivat description of Ningarn Falls
by Father Hennepin, one of LaSulle's
party: the bullding of the Giriffin In
1618, on Nlagara river: the exploration
or the lakes ns far as Detroit in this
first of all lake-built vessels; the trave
vraing of the upper lukes and pene-
tration of the Interior of the Illinois
country, where Fort Creve Couer was
bullt, and the intrepld explorer's final
triumph over all obstucles and eneinies
In reaching the Mieslasgippl by descenil-
ing the river 1llineis, Lua8Balle tells us
thut he was detalned at the mouth of
the Illinois for twelve days, by floating
fee; that in February, 682 he found
himaelf moving down the mighty cur-
rent of the viver Colbert, as he nivmed
It, made more mighty by the muddy,
mad-rushing Missouri: that the coun-
ey between the latter viver and the
Vhio, he declares in simplest French,
was  beputiful; thot gome abounded
near where we know De Soto orossed:;
that the savages wore hostlle hetwoeen
the mouth ol the Arvkinsas and junc-
tion of Red viver, amd that early in
Amrll, the parting forks of the wonder-
ful river were before their eyes, (n
Ape 0, 1682, LaSalle and his then
faithful followers, having passed ot
thromgh the three channels of the Miss-
Issippl Into the Gulf of Mexico, effoctid
a joint landing, and there planting the
holy eross, proclabmed the divinity of
their religlon and the sovercignty of
their eountey, “'in the name of the most
high, mighty, invinelble and vietorions
Prinee Louis the Great, hy the grace of
Giod, king of Wrance and of Navarre™
Shouts of “Long live the king!™ and
thres volleys of musketry confirmed an
acaqulsitlon  or grant  of  stupendous,
though unmeasured mhgnitude  to
Louis X1V, the then mogt powertful
monareh in the worlil, The surcessful
explover named the whole vast region,
extending to Cannda and to the great,
tributary northwest, Lonisiana, in honor
of Its new soveresisn

In 1684, the ever-felemdly Frontenae
having been vecalled, and the lnrges
minded Colbert having died, the indo-
mitable LaSalle betook himself (o the
court of Versallles, where his signifi-
pant serviees, higs worth, weight aml
